The maie ward is a total wreck. Several 
insane patients made their escape, but were 
recaptured. Two men, violently insane, were 
captured near the Union Depot shortly after 
midnight. It is not known how many in- 
mates are killed or injured, as many are sup- 
posed to be buried in the ruins. 

Dr. Jacob T. Ingate, who came here several 
months ago from Mobile, Ala., to accept a po- 
sition in the asylum, was killed. He is buried 
beneath the ruins of one of the buildings.

Plans Are Well Lata by a Desperate Gang 
of st. Joe, but Before tle Ontlawry 
, Cam Be Accomplished the Law Takes a 


| tors, * Soar-Faced Fred” Jones and 
Lee Frizell, Are Jailed=" Tribune” Re- 
| on the Ground, as Usual. 
Oct. 2.—[Special. }—An- 
tback has been given to the 
gentle ri art of train robbery. For 
something like three weeks there has been a 
scheme brewing to hold up a Rock Island 
train almost within sight of the lights of St. 
Joseph. The Sheriff of Buchanan County 
and a staff correspondent for Tun Trreuns 
knew all about it and bad watched its develop- 
ment with deep interest. The Sheriff planned 
to let the robbers go on and then take them in 
„ la Gorin.” The robbers delayed and 
dallied, though, and this morning 
growing impatient, sallied forth and took 
in two of. the gang. There are 
others, three of them. They are to be capt- 
ured also, The two captives are Lee Frizell, 
ex-couvict and do-nothing, and Fred Jones, 
otherwise “Scat-Faced Fred,“ also ex- con- 
vict, counterfeiter, highwayman, and inci- 
dentally sign painter, This Scar-Faced 
Fred” is a notable person. He is probably 
the ugliest white man in the State of Mis- 
souri. His face has been hideously marked 
by fire. Both he and Frizell are considered 
to be about the worst of St. Joseph’s disrepu- 
tables, 

Sheriff Charles got his first tip in 
the train-robbing pro three weeks ago. 
Carson ie the man who took so large and so 
deadly a part in the attempt on a Burlington 


to his own gun that night. But on this occa- 
sion he decided to catch them alive. I've 
had enough killing,” he said the day before 
Messrs. Jones, Frizell, et al., were expected 
to make their attempt. “I’m going to catch 
these fellows alive and put em in a cage for 
people to look at.“ This be did. Carson, as 
the plot developed, utilized the services of 
Jim Callahan, a regular boarder in 
the St. Joe workhouse, and a certain 
Hickman, as spies. Hickman, who knew 
pretty much all about the acheme, was shut up 
in jail a week ago on an old charge of burg- 
lary. Between these two and from sundry 
other sources Sheriff Carson learned all 
about the plan. 
Fick Out Their Train. 

It was Rock Island passenger train No. 25 
that was to be robbed, This train runs from 
main line, into St. Joe, ar- 
riving each ev at 7:40. It carries a 
Pacific Express car and a mail car. It is not 
a fat train for robbing purposes. When the Sher- 
iff notified the Rock Island officials, also those 
of the Pacific Express company preparations 
were made to properly greet the robbers. The 
Burlington, whose tracks run alongside the 
Rock Island, also made ready for trouble in 
case the bandits should make a mistake. The 
place selécted was between seven and eight 
miles from the Union Depot, just where the 
road runs out of a shallow cut. There is level 
prairie all about, convenient for flignt. The 
plan of the robbers was not to escape cross 
country like farmers, but to scoot back

Fred Henry of the 
police force, along with Patrolmen Jeff 
Carson, James Hartnett, and Henry France, 
and an active council of war was held. It 
was decided to arrest somebody right away 
and thereby stop the whole scheme. At first 
it was decided to be on the ground of the rob- 
bery at 5:30 in the morning, but this was con- 
sidered to be unnecessary. So, at 10 o’clock 
or thereabouts, the expedition moved from 
police headquarters on Messanie street. The 
party went first to the residence of Mr. 
Jones on South Eighth street, near 
Sycamore, in that region of St. 
Joseph which bears a particularly evil 
name. Mr. Jones wasat home. He was at 
work dabbling over a painting, for this queer 
fellow is somewhat of an artist and is so put 
down in the city directory. Sergt. Henry 
and Sheriff Carson broke in upon the artist’s 
work quite Without ceremony and Carson 
made a prominent display of two silver- 
plated revolvers, which he has been polishing 
and greasing these two weeks for the benefit 
of ‘the gang. Mr. Jones gave up like a little 
man. There vas nothmg else he 
could do just at that moment. 
A little later, Mr. Jones had 
a confidential chat with the Sheriff, in which, 
after due pressing, he acknowledged he had 
fallen in with a number of other men who 
proposed to rob a Rock Island train; that 
they had agreed and made up their minds to 
do it, but they had not yet selected the time. 
Mr. Jones was dispatched to the county jail 
under guard of one of the searching party. 
Then the party went to the house of Robert 
Frizell, a carpenter. 


Frizell Is Caught 


It was Robert’s tough son Lee that the ex- 
pedition was after.

Young men escorting 
their best girls seemed to be the pet victims 
of these affairs. They all gave similar de- 
scriptions of the fellow who tobbed them, an 
exceedingly unpleasant man, with long, strag- 
gling whiskers covering his whole face. The 
Sheriff has learned that Mr. Jones, 
when he had any crooked work to do, 
had ai fashion of drawing his long 
hair over his forehead, so it hung down like a 
veil over his face, Then he jammed his big 
hat down hard and went out far business. So 
all the Lake Shore. road hold-ups are charged 
against “Scar-Faced Fred.”’

Jones is considered by the officers to have 
been the head of the gang. Of the other 
three not caught during the day two are 
known, and of these a certain Frank Lim- 
burger is most ardently desired by Sheriff 
Carson. This Limburger has been around 
St. Joe for a long time and the police say 
they cannot remember his having ever done 
any work. In 1884 he got a ten-yéar sentence 
for burglary, having, during the burglary, 
knocked an old man named Noble in the 
head. He got through this sentence early 
under the good behavior rule and was hardly 
back in St. Joe before the police got him for 
taking awsy a man’s watch in the north part 
of the town.

Third Man Is Caught. 

At 8 o’clock in the evening the police made 
another capture.

it. Along with Policemen Henry, Carson, 
Hartnett, and France of his force, Detectives 
Flynn, Clark, Barthard, and Brown of the 
Rock Island and Pacific Express secret serv- 
ice were working on the case. It was declared 
the first tip on the affair was given to Hart- 
nett by Informer Hickman. Hickman said 
dynamite was to be placed on the 
track and he was to flag the 
train with a red light. It chat did not 
stop the engine it was considered the dyna- 
mite would do so, This pleasant precaution 
was taken because once, last February, when 
an attempt was made on the same train ia 
the same neighborhood, the engineer guessed 
at his danger, pulled his machine wide open, 
and ran into town. When the police er- 
pected the bandits to make their demonstra- 
tion Tuesday night they put a dozen rifles in 
sacks labeled fruit trees,” loaded them 
into the expreas car, aud started out to shed 
blood, but they did not get a chanes.

TO HEAD OFF THE JaPANESE INVASION. 
Chinese Troops Hurrediy Massed at the 


cially that 5,000 Japanese troops have ar- 
rived close to Passiet Bay, neur the Russian 
frontier. Previous to this announcement it 
was reported here thata Japanese fleet had 
been sighted Sept. 28 ten miles from Shan 
Hai Kwan, 200 miles from Pekin. Large 
bodies of Chinese troops have been drafted to 
that district during the last few days to 
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Peter the Great and the waters of Passiet Bay 
adjoin it. It is difficult to conjecture the ob- 
ject of this move on the part of Japan, unless 
it is to protect the right fank and rear of the 
Japanese army from the possible attack from 
the direction of the Russian frontier. Then 
again the 5,000 men referred to might sim- 
ply be reinforcements for the Japanese army 
now marching upon Moukden, 

Suanenar, Oct. 2.—It is reported 835,000 
Japanese troops have been landed on the 
Shan Tung coast, between the Yellow River 
and Tien Tsin. If this is true the Japanese 
are within striking distance of Tien Tain and 
may be preparing to push on to Pekin, leav- 
ing the formidable Taku forts on their right, 
Tien Tsin is the port of Pekin and is fully 
seventy miles distant from the capital of 
China. The leading Chinese representatives 
at Pekin fear if the ~ -panese march upon 
the capital it wilh tured, as the Chinese 
soldiers gathered th. to defend it are dissat- 
isfied and unreliable. 


DOUBT THE DETHRONEMENT STORY. 


Chinese at Washington Put Ne Credence 
in the Ascendency of Kung’s Son. 

Wasutneoron, D. C., Oct. 2.—Officials of the 
Chinese Legation were incredulous today as 
to the reports from Shanghai, that the Chinese 
Emperor was about to be dethroned and his 
place occupied by a son of Prince Kung. If 
any such coup d’état is contemplated no inti- 
mation of it has come here. On the contrary 
all the official communications show that the 
Viceroy Li Hung Chang is still conducting 
affairs, although it is not doubted that his ef- 
forts in the present eme¢gency are interfered 
with by his opponents. It is pointed out that 
Prince Kung has been in retirement so long, 
and his son is so little known in political af- 


fairs, that there is no reasonable basis for 


crediting such an internal revolution to over- 
throw the Emperor. 

Prince Kung, recalled to imperial favor in 
China and placed at the head of the Privy 
Council, is said by diplomate who have 
known him personally to be one of the 
ablest and most adroit statesmen in the Chi- 
nese Empire. He has behind him a long rec- 
ord of distinguished service, beginning in 
1850 and running till April, 1884, when 
he fell into disgrace. During his re- 
tirement from office he always has 
opposed Li Hung Chang, the Viceroy, and his 
restoration is taken here to mean the ascend- 
ency of his party over Li Hung Chang.

The attendance is 40 per cent larger than it 
Was a year ago, anditis believed before the 
middle of next week the classes will aggre- 
gate 500 pupils and possibly 1,000 before 
Christmas. A year agoa ‘etter was sent out 
to the governing members of the institute for 
donations for the purpose of building addi- 
tional suitable rooms for 
this manner $6,000 
& one-story annex was 
rear of the main building. This 
is supplied with steam- heating apparatus, has 
four rooms, 25x25 feet and one 25x50 feet, 
all of which have a skylight roof. Tomorrow 
some of the classes now somewhat cram 
in the basement rooms will be transferred 
the new rooms. Unlike many other schools 
of this character the institute depends directly 
on tuition fees for its maintenance, but Di- 
rector W. M. R. French handles the executive 
end of it so admirably that this fact does not 
sacrifice the character of the school. In fact 
Director French thinks it is the largest and 
most comprehensive pure art school in this 
country. Mr. French estimates it will cost 
$20,000 to maintain the school this year, and 
that from this estimate he will have a margin 
on hand at the end of the school year. 
institute is particularly proud of its school 
for decorative designing, which is similar to 
schoole of this character in the East, except 
it is not exclusively for women. The subject 
is beimg taken up step by stepin accordance 
with the spirit of the times. The classes are 
under the direction of Louis J. Millet, but 
specialists on the subject will be called in 
from time to time. A room of application, a 
workshop, has been opened, and the first 
work the students will. do will be in the line 
of plastic modeling, followed by fresco work, 
glass designing. printing wall paper with 
hand blocks, and the laying of mosaic. The 
object of this school is not to teach the craft, 
but more particularly the limitations of ma- 
terial. making practical designers of the stu- 
denta, Mr. French mat Soe 1 
tecture are na ifying man- 
ner.

PALMER SHOULD HAVE 


MADE. 
4 Said S@nator Palmer to the Chicago work- 


ingmen Saturday night: Don't you know 
that Pullman is starving his men? What se- 
curity have you that if you vote to protect 
rich manufacturers they will treat you any 
differently than Pullman has treated his 
nent? 

By “starving his men” the Senator prob- 
ably means that Mr. Pullman is paying lower 
wages than he did two years ago, at which 
time there was no fault found with the pay. 
Wages are lower now than they were then. 
The reason for itis plain enough. Railroads 
will not pay as much for the cars Mr. Pull- 
man makes for sale as they did two years 
ago. Hence he has either to shut up his 
works or reduce wages. He cannot puy the 
Jold rate for labor and receive the new price 
for cars. 

He did what ninety-nine men out of a hun- 
dred would have done under similar circum- 
stances. That is, he refused to work at a 
loss. Since he got less for cars he in- 
sisted that his men should receive less for 
making cars. But why did the price of cars 
fall? Not because the car-building business 
had lost direct protection, for it never had 
any, but because the threatened withdrawal 
of protection from other industries was fatal 
to the prosperity of the non-protected as well 
as the protected industries. 

If there had been no threats to overturn 
protection and no Wilson bill, there would 
have been no industrial panic and no cutting 
down of the wage scaleat Pullman and every- 
whpre else. The men at Pullman would have 
kept the wages which they had two years ago, 
with which they were satisfied, aud Senator 
Palmer would not have ¥entured to say they 
were being starved. Such being the facts, 
Senator Palmer would have made a better be- 
cause a truer speech if he had said: 

‘Wages are much lower now than they 
were before Cleveland’s election. It is true 
we Democrats said that wöuld not happen if 
we carried the election. We promised low 
prices and high wages though we knew they 

were incompatible. We knew such state- 
ments would inducé you workingmen to vote 
for our candidates, and free trade seemed to 
us so good a thing that we did not hesitate to 
do a little fibbing to secure it. We believed 
that the end justified the means. 

„We knew that the change from protection 
to free trade must be accompanied by a low- 
ering of wages and by a dose of hard times, 
though I will admit that wedid not expect 
some of the unpleasant occurrences of the 
last two years, We did not anticipate Coxey- 
ism or Debsism. It would have been 
pleasanter to pass from protection to free 
trade without any of these unpleasantnesses, 
but it was umpossible. A system which has 
existed for a generation cannot be upset with⸗ 
out causing a disturbance. 

Lou see Iam frank with you. Our tariff 
reductions ha ve caused you a good deal of in- 
convenience, and the further reductions which 
my friend Mr. Wilson and myself intend mak- 

} ang if you give us a chance will cause you still 
more annoyance. When we have done away 
with the last vestige of protection your wages 
will be reduced still more. But you must re- 
fleet that the prices of the goods you buy will 
be lower also. 

And then you will have the inexpressible 
comfort of knowmg that there will be noth- 
ing ‘artificial’ about your condition. You 
will not be plagued with that artificial pros- 
perity of protection which you have had to 
submit to for so many years. You will owe 
no part of your wages to friendly legislation. 
You will owe them all to your own exertions. 
You will not be protected any longer against 
the cheap labor of other parts of the world—d 
protection which has given you higher wages, 
but which must have mortified and humiliatea 
you. Then you will stand on the same level 
with paupers, serfs, and ryots, and can live as 
cheaply as they do and dress as poorly. 
Mr. MacVeagh thinks ag, I do about these 
matters. He is opposed to artificial prosperi- 
ty’ and the high wages of protection. He be- 
lieves in bringing down the wage scale to the 
foreign cheap labor basis. He agrees with 
Chairman Wilson that the defenses which 
have guarded the home market should be 
thrown down and wages brought down at the 
same time, and he can explain to you in a 
more scholarly way than I can why it is for 
your interest that your wages should be cut 
some more. 

I have thought it best to be honest with 
you and let you know just why you are get- 
ting poor wages and have had 80 little work. 
Our tariff policy is responsible, But if you 
will stick to us and that policy in a short time 
you will reach the goal of free, trade, and that

columns. One by land by way of Wi-Ju to 
Moukden, the chief city after Pekin, where 
large imperial treasures have been collected, 
It is reported that the Chinese army. confront- 
ing this force has mutinied and thrown away 
its arms because it has no ammunition and 
is cut off from its base of supplies. The 
other Japanese army is moving in a double 
‘column towards Pekin, the one overland and 
the other by sea. The overland force thus 
far has met with no resistance and mean- 
while has captured large quantities of arms 
and ammunition abandoned by the Chinese 
and is laying waste towns and villages on the 
route, The other column came by sea and at 
last accounts had landed to the northwards 
of Chee Foo and was on the march towards 
Pekin, a distance of 200 miles. When these 
forces are in position a combined attack will 
be made by sea and land upon the capital, 
and so great isthe panic there that orders 
have been issued already for the preliminary 
steps towards moving the imperial govern- 
ment from Pekin to Nankin. 

Meanwhile everything in China seems to be 
demoralized and in a state of collapse. The 
navy is crippled and incapable of berious ac- 
tion. The cruisers have not coal enough to 
move from their anchorage and are in danger 


of capture. They can neither fight nor run | 


away. The army isin equaily bad condition. 
Several divisions have mutinied. The army 
belonging to the disgraced Li Hung Chang is. 
distrusted. Many of its troops have no arms. 
Food is scanty. Many purchased supplies 
have been stolen or have otherwise disap- 
peared. The commissariat is hopelessly cor- 
rupt. Disorders in the army are occurring 
continually in spite of executions. The gov- 
ernment itself seemsto be involved in similar 
demoralization. Generals who lose battles 
are dismissed or decapitated. Insurrections 
are breaking out in various places, and, if all 
reports are true, the mass of the people are 
prepared for revolt. All that upholds the gov- 
5 authority is the army, which itself 
is slowly disintegrating. The Premier, Li 
Hung Chang, has been disgraced and super- 
seded by Gen. Sang Tsing of the Province of 
Hunan, and as the last stroke of Chinese mis- 
fortune comes the news that the Emperor him- 
self may be dethroned in tavor of Prince 
Kung’s son, who is in favor of treating with 
the Japanese. 
Thus far Cnina has been beaten all around 
the board and its capital and government are 


in danger, though it outnumbers little Japan 


ten toone. The cause is not far to seek. The 
contest ig one between conservatism and 
progress, between century-old and modern 
methods, between one people who are full of 
patriotism and enthusiasm and another peo- 
ple who are not patriotic or enthusiastic, who 
are driven into the fle only by the most ex- 
treme measures, and who desert in large 
numbers because they are threatened with 
death if they are defeated by the enemy. The- 
one army is thoroughly disciplined ; the other 
is as thoroughly undisciplined. Apparently 
the one army is virile and the other is not. 
Ic any event the unexpected thus far has hap- 
pened, At the beginning of the war no one 
anticipated that the little nation of 80,000,- 
000 would make any serious head way against 
the big nation of 300,000,000. In an in- 
credibly short period, however, Japan has se- 
cured the object of the struggle, for the Chi- 
nese are driven out of Corea and that country 
is independent, and now the Japs are in Chi- 
na and the war has become one of conquest. 
If the Chinese do no better than they have 
been doing the Japs will be in their national 
| capital before the snow flies.

DokRETITT'S MISREPRESENTATIONS AND 


FOLLIES, 

Ignatius Donnelly was one of the speakeraat 
the Populist meeting of Sunday in this city; 
He is supposed by some people to be a great 
searcher-out of hidden mysteries. He is the au- 
thor of the Cryptogram' and of Ragnarok,“ 
and in some other ways has tried to unra vel the 
secrets of the ages. Very likely some who 
listened to him, knowing his reputation, how 
he discovered that Bacon wrote Shakspeare, 
and found out the way in which the world was 
populated, supposed he would unriddle the 
causes of the present crisis and point out a 
satisfactory remedy for the evils he deplores, 
but if so they must have been very much dis- 
appointed. 

Donnelly led off with a dissertation on the 
planet Mars, though he must have known his 
audience was more interested in things ter- 
restrial than in things celestial. He talked 
about alleged efforts by the people of that 
planet to communicate with the inhabitants of 
this earth, and when he saw his audience did 
not také an interest in that topic he switched 
off to the census statistics of the United States 
for 1880 and 1890, showing that during the 
decade nine million mortgages had been re- 
corded for four billions of money. He asserted 
that the figures show an increase of 156 per 
cent in the indebtedness, while the population 
increased only 25 per cent and the wealth of 
the people 45 per cent. He professed to be 
badly distressed over the fact of such a vast 
increase, but might have spared his agony, 
since he failed to take into account the fact 
that fully half those mortgages were can- 
coled during the decade, and about all those 
existing at its beginning. In 1890 the total 
mortgage indebtechess on lots and acres was 
but a trifle over six billions and the number 
four and three-quarter millions, less than half 
of which were on acres, There are no means 
of ascertaining just what was the percentage of 
increase over the figures for ten years previ- 
ously, and certainly there is no proof that the 
percentage of increase was any greater than 
that in the wealth of the people. 

After thus misrepresenting facts he strove 
to convey the false impression that by night, 
while the people slept, the millionaires, pluto- 
crats, and monopolists had gone out and 
slapped mortgages on their farms, lots, and 
houses, the owners of which afterwards dis- 
covered to their horror that they were bur- 
dened and incumbered with a debt which they 
had not knowingly incurred, and for which 
they received no equivalent. Why did he not 
state the real fact that ail the indebtedness 
represents money actually borrowed, and that 
the condition of the borrower was improved 
by the transaction? If he had told the truth 
he would have said that capital which other- 
wise might have been idle was employed to 
procure homes for several millions of people 
and their families, who must have continued 
to pay rent but for thie ability to borrow, and 
that the transactions are evidences of pros- 
perity, not of poverty. 

These mortgages were made voluntarily by 
the borrowers for the purpose of obtaining 
bomes in city or country. Yet Donnelly talks |

tions In an attempt to justify this he 
that in the last decade the owners of land 
increased 2½ per cent and the renters of land 
increased 40}¢ per cent. The statistics utter- 


ly fail to justify this claim. They show that 
the owners who occupied their farms in- 


creased from 2,984,306 to 3,269,728, and 
those who occupied land which they rented in 
money or worked on shares from 1,024,601 
to 1,294,913. The percentage of ownership 
was 74.44 in 1880 and 71.63 in 1890, 
Donnelly says there is one class, small in 
numbers but powerful in influence, that has 
accumulated wealth and that the country 


is divided into two classes filled with hatred 


and antipathy towards each other.“ Where 
is there room or occasion for those feelings? 


Who are the men that have built up fortunes 


and wherein have they injured the working 
people? Have they not rather been a great 
benefit to the tollers? For instance, large 
fortunes have amassed in the building 
of railroads, Active, energetic men, forcast- 
ing the future of development, have ventured 
their capital in the construction of transpor- 
tation lines, and, while many lost their 
money, a few accumulated great wealth. But 
the building of these railroads gave employ- 
ment to hundreds of thousands of people 
directly and indirectly for their construction 
and has given it to many hundred thousands 
of others for the maintenance and operation 
of the lines. Would the working people have 
been better off without the railroads? Are 
not the railroads. even though saddled with 
large fortunes and big indebtedness, much 
better than no railroads would be? A 
So with the few men who have made much 
oney in the conduct of manufacturing proc- 
Take, for example, the four big pack- 
ing firms in this city. They have made money. 
They not only employ fully 20,000 pairs of 
hands here, but have enabled the stock raisers 


of the West on the one hand to dispose of 


their cattle to advantage and on the other have 
cheapened the price of meat to the people. If 
these employers had not used their natural 
ability\in extending their business, but had 
been content to remain poor, they would not 
have accumulated fortunes; but would the 
people have been better off for their inactiv- 
ity? Why should there be hatred and antipa- 
thy against these captains of industry, who 
have used their faculties for the benefit of 
others, any more than towards a persou who 
is a fine singer or a great mathematician? 
Where does Mr. Donnelly come out after 
telling about the people on Mars and pervert- 
ing census statistics? What is his great rem- 
edy? Simply the alleged principles of the 
Populist party—first, 50 per cent of repudia- 
tion; second, total repudiation by means of 
fiat money; third, free trade, with its 
throwing down of all protective barriers and 
utter impoverishment of the toiling masses; 
and, fourth, an income tax, which he favors 
and doubtiess would like to sée extended toa 
“proportional and progressive” one that 
would swallow up the total income of the ca p- 
tains of industry, who. he says, are regarded 
with hatred and aversion. In other words, 
the aim of Ignatius Donnelly seems to be 
State Socialism, and that is about all the au- 


dience learned from this great searcher out of 


mysteries and explorer of the hidden causes 
of things. 


ANOTHER STATE HEARD FROM. 

Connecticut is following in the wakeof Ver- 
mont and Maine. The town elections which 
were held Monday show that the Republicans 
have done fully as well there as in other parts 
of New England and that they will havea 
heavy majority for their State ticket at the 
general election next month and gain one or 
more Congressmen. The Democrats might 
as well resign themselves to ignominious de- 
feat. 


The Republican gains are heaviest in the 


manufacturing towns. This is not astonish- 


ing, for they are the ones which have suffered 


the most by what the Democrats have done 
towards throwing the home market open to 
foreign competitors, Where one interest has 
been affected in Maine a score have been hit 
in Connecticut, the value of whose manufact- 
ured product in the census year was 6248, 
000,000, 

Though so large a number of the inhab- 
itants are engaged in industries created and 
made profitable by prutection the State gave 
Cleveland its Electoral vote two years ago. 
The men working in the protected industries 
were told that if Cleveland was elected they 
would get the same wages they had been get- 
ting but would have to pay less for whatever 
goods they might want to buy. They find 
now that prices have fallen and goods can be 
bought more cheaply, but they find also that 
wages have falien more than prices have, 
Seeing that they were deceived they have lost 
all traith in Democratic promises. 

The employés in the Connecticut factories 
have had their wages reduced by Democratic 
tariff legislation, and have been notified that 
there is to be more sagisiation of the same 
kind, accompanied by further reductions. 
Their answer is, No; not if we can help it.“ 
And*this is why day before yesterday towns 
which have been Democratic for years gave 
Republican majorities, and why some which 
have been steadily Republican gave that party 
the biggest majorities they have given for 
thirty years. 

These town elections testify to a Republic. 
an landslide. The Democrats will fare worse 
on the th of November than they did on the 
lst of October, because there are Congress- 
men to be elected who will have a voice in 
deciding whether there shall or shall not be 
renewed attacks on protection and the wage 
scale of the country, Connecticut is all right, 
and Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and 
Rhode Island will give an equally good ac- 
count of themselves next month, 
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FINDING FAULT WITH HUMAN PROG- 
RESS. 

The report made to the Rock River Confer- 
ence by the committee “On the State of Our 
* Labor 
has been pushed from its former fields by 
machinery and steam, electricity, and inven- 
tions that can do everything but think. Cap- 
ital combines to do by machinery and mo- 
nopoly at lowest price all the work, and the 
laborers stand idle in the market-place,”’ 

This is a radical, though doubtiess an unin- 
tennonal, misrepresentation of the facts. It 
sounds very much as if the author had been 
impressed deeply by the statements of one of 
those wild labor leaders who occasionally de- 
nounce machinery as a curse instead of bail 
ing it as a blessing, 

It is not true that “laborers stand idle in 
the market-place” because of machinery, 
steam, electricity, inventions, or capital. 
Those things widen the field of labor instead 
of narrowing it. Thus the utilization of elec: 
tricity for the telegraph and the telephone 
pushed no laborer from his field, but made 
work for countiess thousands, The railroads, 
though supplanting teams for certain pur- 
poses, created employment instead ol iessen- 
ing it. Machinery brings with it not mereiy 
more work but also bet:er wages. ; 

That country which uses steam power and 


vention go hand in hand and tliat the laborers 
fare the best where machinery and the forces 
of nature are used to the utmost it is singular 
that a committee appointed by as intelligent 
a body of men as the members of the Rock 
River Conference should have brought in a 
report containing a paragraph which might 
have been written by Chinese mandarins. 
There are “laborers idle in the market- 
place at this time. The causes of their idle- 
ness are politica) ones, which a religious con- 
vention. might hesitate to touch upon. The 
men who have nothing to do though willing 
to work are in that unhappy state not because 
of machinery, for that furnishes employment, 
and not because of capital, for capital sets 
men at work. The combination of capital, 
machinery, and enterprise is what furnishes 
the most and best-paid employment. Men 
are idle because a partial abandonment of the 
industrial policy of the last thirty years has 
alarmed capital, disheartened enterprise, and 
stopped the running of machinery. This is 
what tne report should have said if it men- 
tioned the subject at all. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES MUST BLEED. 

The closing of the gaming houses has de- 
prived the Democtatic Campaign committee 
of one of its chief sources of income. But 
the committee must have much money, and 
as it cannot get it from one quarter it turns 
to another. The candidate on the Democratic 
ticket must view with sorrow the successful 
war of the Civic Federation on the gamblers, 
because it means that these candidates will 
have to put their hands deep down into their 
pockets. 

The Campaign committee has met and has 
ordered the nominees to contribute in all 
over $25,000. This is hard because there 
are only a few men, r@nning in heavily Dem- 
ocratic Congressional districts or in legisia- 
tive districts, who are sure of election. Many 
of the nominees have a hope but nota cer- 
tainty of success, while others know that they 
must be defeated. Mr. Dumfuski is the lamb 
who is to be led to the slaughter in the First 
Congressional District, which is overwhelm- 
ingly Republican. It ought to be enough to 
require him to carry the Democratic banner 
and toot the Democratic horn for the next 
month. It is an impositaon to call on him to 
pay $500 when he knows it will not do him 
the least good. He ought to charge the com- 
mittee $500 for his services—wear and tear 
of conscience in preaching false doctrine— 
instead of paying it that sum. 

The Democratic candidates will not be the 
only victims of the pernicious activity of 
the Civic Federation. The city employés will 
find themselves called on for heavier assess- 
ments. They have been paying a large per- 
centage for some time. They must resign 
themselves to a still heavier one. Nor is 
there any escape for them. To refuse to pay 
is to court dismissal. The man who tries to 
hang on to his whole salary is a disloyal per- 
son for whom there is no work under a Dem- 
cratic administration. 

The Campaign committee has been careful 
not to tell what it means to do with the great 
fund which it says it must have. The com- 
mittee never will tell, It never will print an 
itemized account of expenditures, showing 
how much money went for meetings, for 
brass bands, and also for other purposes 
which would not look well in print. It never 
will tell how much went for fine work and 
who got the money. One would imagine, 
however, that some of the candidates—the re- 
spectable ones—would like to know just what 
use is to be made of their cash. Surely they 
would not like to have it used to hire gangs of 


‘ repeaters or to persuade election officers to 


neglect their duty. Why do they not insist 
on knowing how this great fund the commit- 
tee is collecting is to be disbursed? They are 
entitled to the information and when they get 
it they ought to make it public.
